Of the twenty-eight new battleships 


provided for in the German Xaval bill 
seventeen will be required to replace 
vessels which will have Income obso- 
lete before the general plan of-enlarge- 
ment shall have been carried out six- 
teen years from aow. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as the obsolescent ships have re- 
cently beea modernized as far as tbelr 
main stmctare would permit, it is 
proposed to Brst build the eleven ves- 
sels which win constitute actual addi- 
tions to the German battle fleet. Two 
of this class are to be laid down each 
year between now and 1905, and the 
construction of the odd ship will be 
begun in -1905. A similar plan is to 
be followed with regard to the proposed 
new cruisers, so that when the vessels 
iaict dovni between now and 1906 shall 
have been 
completed the German 


navy will have attained its full eon- 
i«aplated strength in numbers, though 
not in power. In this manner Ger- 
many's ambition tc shine as a great 
naval power may be ia a measure grat- 
ified within eight instead of sixteen 
years; and each year succeeding 1808 
will make her a little stronger than 
the year before by the displacement of 
old ships by new.

Representative DeBan, of Sandosky 


county, has introduced into the legis- 
lature, a bill to regulate and control 
the charges for transportation of pe- 
troleum through pipe lines, and for the 
storage of petroleum. This bill fixea 
the price to be charged for transport- 
ing oil at not exceeding five mills p«r 
ton per mile, where the same Is trans- 
ported a distance of thirty miles or 
less; and for a greater distance than 
30 miles, such reasonable rate as may 
be from time to time fixed by the pipe 
line or prescribed by law. Sat shall 
not exceed three mills per ton per mile; 
and for storage, the charge shall not 
exceed the rate of one mill per ton per 
day for a period not to exceed . thirty 
days, and for all periods exceeding 
that time, a rate Hot to exceed ten 
mills per ton per month. 


The law further provides that any 


company violating these provisions 
shall pay to the party aggrieved for 
every overcharge a sum equal to treble 
the amount of the overcharge; and 
that any officer, agent or ernploye who j 
violates or permits to be violated any 
of these charges shall be subject to a 
like penalty; but in no case shall the 
amount to be paid be less than $150 
to any bottafide claimant using the 
pipes of such company in the course 
of his business, and such further sum 
may be recovered as exemplary dam- 
ages as may be awarded by a jury, not 
in any case to exceed $5,000.00. This 
bill could only have application to the 
counties in the state in which oil is 
being produced, and these counties do 
not appear to favor the bill. All of 
the producers and operators and per- 
sons directly or indirectly connected 
with and benefltted by the production 
of oil are now prosperous and sappy 
over the price of oil and the condition 
of things in the oil territory.

In the first and most 
expensive method the brain was ex- 
tracted through the nose by means ot 
an iron probe and the intestines -were 
removed 
entirely 
from 
the 
body 


through an incision made in the side 
with a sharp Ethiopian stone. 
The 


intestines were cleansed and washed In 
palm wine, and after being covered 
with powdered aromatic gums were 
placed in Canopic jare. The body was 
then filled up with myrrh and cassia, 
and other fragrant and astringent sub- 
stances, and was laid in. natron for 
seventy days. It was then carefully- 
washed and wrapped up In strips of 
fine linen smeared with guni. 
The 


cost mummifying a body in this lash- 
ion was a talent of silver, about ?1,200. 
In the second method the brain was 
not removed at all and the intestines 
were simply dissolved and removed In 
a fluid state. The body was also laid 
in salt and natron, which, it is said, 
dissolved everything except the skin., 
and boaes. The cost of mummifying 
in this manner was 22 minae, or $450. 
The third method was employed for the 
poor only. 
It consisted simply bf 


cleansing the body by injecting some 
strong astringent and then salting it 
for seventy days. The cost was very 
small.
